Readily available public and Office of 
Security information concerning Oswald makes 
no reference to the possibility of his being 

in New York City in the Winter of 1962. The 
Warren Commission did not pursue such a line 
of inquiry. | : 
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There is no evidence in the @iamiey, files! or 
the file of the source @marique=EuseniovAbascal: . 
(eueieremguer), #750643, that this information 
was processed out of the Office of Security/ 
Security Research Staff, to which (§HBN6y, reported 
the information. However, as(fiillcy! states in 

the report: “I urged MWesical to go to the FBI 
with the information, and offered to arrange a 
meeting. He promised to tell them the story, 

and made contact through an agent (O'Brien) 

whom he knew because of past activities." 


Regarding (Abascal, his Office of Security 
file contains the following concerning his 
veracity: ~ - 


. Office of Security/Security Research 
Staff memorandum dated 15 August 1966: 
nfMascal has for several years furnished 
information to SRS source which has been 
proven. to be utterly worthless and 
usually fictitious.” 


Office of Security/Security Research 
Staff memorandum dated 19 May 1965: 
"(Mpascal) has furnished source with 
intelligence information which appears 


to be complete fabrication.” 


FBI letterhead memorandum dated 
30 September 1963 captioned “Movimiento 
Democrata Cristiano (4DC)" contains the 
following statements about Apascal’ by 
FBI sources: "One would only. have to 
know Enrique Abascal’to Imow that this 
(a Life magazine articles) was nothing 
- but a publicity stunt on his part and 
that he has no importance whatsoever in 
the anti-Castro Movement."' "Sometimes 
in dealing with @baSical:, one does not 
know whether or not he should pity hin — 
or try to afford him some kind of medical 
assistance." "NBa@scal) is merely a pub- 


licity seeker.” . RECEIVED FROM 
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It is apparent the office of Security/- 
i Security Rasearch Staff had reason to 
A . question the veracity of Mvaccali precluding 
further dissemination of the information; 
and that there was. a reason to believe 
that Aeseal would report the information 
to the FBI for their action.
